Heavy fog (the chief officer says a vhgex 
fog) settled down about 3 o'clock, the Sumner then 
being in four to four and one quarter fathoms of 
vater, The ship was going full speed ahead,with the 
tide until after 3 o'clock. At 3:16 P. M. a "slow" 
bell was given; at 3:19 a ship's bell was heard ahead 
and a "stop" bell was given. At 3:20 "full speed 
astern” was ordered and about a minute later the 
Sumner struck the Ragnar on the starboard side. The 
Sumner's helmn had been put hard-a-port and the 
Sumner struck soedinns. gst at an angle, about amidships. 
Without hailing the Ragnar the Sumner went ahead around 
the stern of the Ragnar and anchored at 4:05 P. M, 
in 44 fathoms of water. 

As the Ragnar was at anchor and was ringing 
her bell; and the Sumner was in motion going with 
considerable sped in a black fog, in the mouth 
of a River which is the approach to a considerable 
seaport, although it was known that other vessels 
were ahead of the Sumner in the fog, I decided that 
the Sumner was to blame for the collisgion; and asked 
the agents of the Ragnar for proof.of the amount of 


repairs made. 

The Norwegian Consul-Heneral sent me their 
claim and the report of the Marine Surveyor. I went 
over the items carefully in connection with the 
Captain of the Sumner. The amount claimed was T1s. 
16,278.25 for whith the agents had drawn on the 
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owners at Exchange of. o/s4. I allowed Tis 14,500, 
shich at the rate above mentioned equalled £1752- 1-8. 
te this ¢ = the Newwegian Consul General agreed. 

On June 17h, oes General Chaffee recommending 
paynient ef the abewe amount, (Rx.VII1) 

On June 23rd, I received from General Chaffee 
the follewing telegram; " Requested authority te 
pay account for damages te Ragnar per your finding. — 
Following is reply ‘Claim for damages Ragnar can 
only be adjusted by Congress. Courts and Rxecutive 
Departments are without authority to award or pay 
damages . Ne award of arbitratien is binding en the 
United States ; but Secretary has assumedthe 1752 
one eight pounds te be correctly ascertained and 
requested Congress to appropriate and will deubtless 


be done early date’, No doubt account will be paid 


but time necessary fer action by Cengress." (Bx IX) 


I was much surprised ,after the positive authority 


given as above, However I notified the Norwegian 


Consul General who stated that the owners would claim 


on the sum allowed until the sanction of 


interest 


Congress would be obtained. 
T heard nothing more of the matter until Feb. 3 
25rd, 1903, when the Norwegian Consul General called 
and showed me the following telegram fram his 


Government:- "Authorities Wesh ington not received

information he wired to the Norwegian Government . (Rx .X)

P. Bostick, an American citizen 
residing in this Consular district, called and notified me 
of the death, in Georgia, in April, ef the Rev. DR. f. P. 
crawford, an American residing until the outbreak of the 


joxer war, at Taian-fu. Mr. Bostick subsequently went to 


Shanghai at her request, to meet the widow, Mrs. Martha 
P. crawford, on her return to China; she and her husband 
having resided for over forty years in this Consular district, 
tres. Crawford did not arrive when she expected and Mr. Bostick 
returmed to Chefoo calling here again, he told me that by 
an error a copy of the Will of the late Dr. Crawford had 
been sent to the United States Consul General, Mr? John 
Soodnew, and that he was told by Mr. Goodnow that the Will 
would have to be probated on in his office, and that he 
vould appoint the Administrator who must reside in Shanghai; 
this ur. Bostick (who is the Administrator under the Will) 
vas loathe to have dame, and asked my opinion, I told 
wr. Bostick that as Dr. Crawford had been a resident of 
fiet for over forty years, had large landed interest 
onéée in this Consuler District, his wife a resident, 
idministrators residents, I could not see how Mr. 
Veodnow could + tam such a position, but said "Of course 
hing until Mr, goodnow actually _ interferes. 
od me if he could appeal to you. I said 
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"certainly". I saw your reply to hia, In the meant ime 
wr, Bostick asked Mr, Qoodnew to hand him the copy of 
the Will and all other papers that has been sent to him 
bearing on this matter, — : 
Im the latter part of Oct, Mrs. Crawford arrived 
in Shanghai, she took tiffin with Mr. Goodnow, who paid

You will observe that no where does the law confine 
the custody of the property to that found only in the district, 
in every ease it distinctly says country. The Consul is 
to eolleet the debts due the estate in the Country. The 
consul is to pay the debts the estate owes in said Country > 
ote, 

In structions have been sent out fram the Dep artment 
of the same tenor,-- see those of July 20, 1696 and August 
3,1900; ©. R. 1696, Art. XXIII, p 154 et seq.- 
covers the entire ground. See last line par. 386, and 
paragraphs 393-395 “payable in the country of his decease’. 
par, 398, Im eollesting debts due the descendant, the 
Consular Officer may eolleet those due outside his 


Consular Distriet, but he may not go beyond the limits of the

These quotations apply to all Consuls of the United 
States, and even without judicial authority, the Consul has 
power to eolleet debts due outside of his district, but in 
the same Country (see above), but under the Treaties with 
China, the Gonsul holds a Probate Court, this Court does not 
nor cam it, limit the authority already conferred by statute, 
on the contrary it enlarges his power and imposes on ki 
the duty of seeing that the power is legally exercised. 

The Consular Courts in China have been in existence 
Since 1856, and the Consular Court Regulations now in forse, 
since April 1664, with but slight modifieations, these 
Regulations as you know, provide for Probate Courts and how 
they shall be eandusted at all the Consulates in China; 
the Consul General neither under Statufelaw, nor these 

‘lations which have the foree of lav, or the Consular 
| ations, has any greater or supe rior judicial eahaesiy 
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but ie @xmetly om @ par in this respect with his Colleagues. 
4 full review of the laws ani regulations governing these 
courts will be found in Seetion XXX. ©. R. 1696, p 262 et 
seq. I @raw your attention particularly to par 641 from 
whieh it appears that ne change can be made in them by any 
consular Officer, of course ineluding Mr. Goodnow, that if 
defects are discovered, they should be pointed out to the 
Minister, who alone can altar them. Thus, in the review 
above, I have shown that even without judicial authority in 
civilized Countries, the Consul is authorized by paragrpah 
$98 to eolleet debts outside of his Conswlar Distriet, but 
not beyond the limits of the country; that the Conmil1 is 
required by law to collect the debts due to the estate and 


pay those due by the estate in the eountry, but not beyond it; 
that im China those powers are extended, as the local law 


is the same, Or should be the same U. &. Law all over the 
Gapire in regard to Ameriean affairs. That par. 641 forbids 
any changes in the proeedure of the Courts by Consular 
officers, 

IT have as you know been Consul at Ningpo for over 
six years and for a longer period Consulat Chefeo, During 
this time, I have administered and settled many estates while 
at Ningpe and here, and at both Ports each and every estate 
had Bank accounts in this same bank in Shanghai; in several 
instamces buying drafts of that bank im Shanghai with whieh 
to rex it the balance of the estates to the Administrators 
in the United States and not one Consul General ever before 
interfered, and I have settled estates while Mr, Goodnow 
was im Shanghai, that held bank accounts in Shanghai, and 
he did mot interfere, nor would he now perhaps had it not 
been for the errer made in sending him a copy of Dr. Crawford's 
Will, 
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Adjoining these Consular promises is a large estate, , 
it belonged to Dr. Yates of ‘Shanghai; by his Will this 
property descended to his daughter, also of Shanghai, Mrs. 
john g@aman; that Will was probated in Shanghai ani Chefoo 

vas not consulted, the property stands now in the name of 

urs, John F, Seaman. Down the beaeh is another large 
property, it belonged to Dr. Boons of Shanghai, the Will 

vas probated in Shanghai (beth eases in our Consulate General) 
whieh was proper and in accordance with law, I would mention : 
many Other eases, and of the large number of Americans who : 
keep all of thear seourities in Shanghai while residing 

in the interior or at other Ports. 

To the Crawford estate there are over 20 heirs, the 
greater part of the property going to residents of my district; 
as there is also property in the United States, is it possible 
to believe that this Consulate ean only sollect the funds 
of this Distriet, anke & separate report and division; 

Mr, goodnow reporte the same in Shanghai, where the law is 
the same, and then again in Ameriea where the State law is 
possibly different? ; 

The Consular Probate Courts in China are on the 
footing of Probate Courts in a single State. Who ever 
heard of a Will being probated in more than one Court in 
the same State; in case of appeal to whom could they appeal 
and from whieh Court? ie 

I have @ small bank account in this Bank in Shanghai, 
where I, like nearly all foreigners in China, do my banking; 
there is mo other way am I to believe that if I die Mr. 
s00dnew must probate my Will also? If such is the case I 
shall sease to make use of the Shanghai Banks. Doubtless 
you to keep an account in Shanghai, what ao you think of 
the remote possibility of having your Will probated twice 
under oe same jurisdiction? (twiee in China). In China, 
ads lead to Shanghai to agree to Mr, Goodnew's 
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sntention is to place practically every American estate 
in china in his sontrel, but this eontention is not only 
sontrary to U. 8, Law, but to the Court Regulations and 
‘per. 396 and 641 of the Consular Regulations. 

Mr, Goodnow has before interfered in my judicial 
affairs, and as-sus usual in eorresponding with him, I got 
n0 satisfastien, but as by law I alone am held responsible 
in estates of deceased citizens, and as his letter to the 
Hongkong and Shanghai bank is a repudiation of my judicial 
wthority, entirely beyond his peregatives, and his claim 
that this Will must be prebated in his Court is net in 
wscordance with law er the Regulations, as well as the usage 
of the Consular Courts in Chima. I, under par 641 of the 
tonsular Regulations, which autherise you alone te altar 
such preeeedings, appeal te you te direet Mr. Goednew te 
vithdraw his letter te the Bank, and direet him not to 
interfere. It is proper that I sheuld state again that 
there is @ landed property in Shanghai belenging to the 
estate, but until Mra. Crawford dies it ean not be touched, 
nor ig it in question new, but when the time comes, the only 
autherity the Consul General ean then exereise over it is 
to see that the Trustees or Administrators hold a duly 
executed doeument to so ast issued by this Court ; it is no 
consern of his whether or not the Consul here aets legally 
or not, if he holds sueh an opinion, it will be his duty 
to notify the Department or the heirs who, if agreeing with 
his views ean sue the Consul or his bond; but if two Consuls

re t contention is equivalent to trying a ease in 
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nis Court that has already been tried in mine. (Courtesy 
to his Colleague would seem to require that he should write 
to him first.) : 

The Shanghai Press has lately contained reports of 
the numerous trial in Mr. Goodnow'’s Court, in whieh one, 
comstoek, was either Plaintiff, Defendant, or principal 
sitnes®, In one of the reported decisions, Mr. Goodnow is 
said to have quoted a letter from the Department of State, 
in re the Retate of Consul Jones of .cChinkiag; that Consuls 
could mot take into eonsideration property not in their 
distriete, If this is correctly stated, I am eertain that 
“the Department did not have « clear interpretation of the 
ease, for not only does this letter.eonfliet with the lay, 
pepartment's Regulations, but you will see in its sireular 
of July 20th, 1696 that it expressly and pesitively declines 
to interfere; moreover in its No. 89 of Aug. 11, 1899, 
tome in re "Baily Estate", the Department said "It is 
not one of the funetions of the Deparst ment to approve 
or disapprove the judicial aets of Consular Officers. When 
acting judieially they are respknsible under our iawe for 
their @onduct as judicial officers.* (See copy enclosed). 
the non-intervention of the Department in sush matters is 
easily @xplained, when it is known that no Consul could be 
held responsible for obeying the written orders of the 
Department, should those orders subsequently prove to be 
¢rroneous, Thus as the Department declines to share the 
responsibility with the Consul, I am eonfident it would not 
| instruet one Consul to share the respeusibility for the 
same estate with another in the same Country. 

| Suppose that Dr. Crawford had no funds in Shanghai, 
that al] money was here, and supposed he owned debts to 
parties in Shanghai? 

In inserted the advertisement in the Shanghai Daily 
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ppors giving notice of the holding of Court for the probating 
the Will and when the applieation of Mr, Bostiek to be 
appointed Administrator under the Will would be heard, when 
and where any person could object; no one objected and that 
alone would debar Mr. Goodnow from appointing another 
Administrator in China or telling a bank not to reeognize 

ne, for the “loeal laws" of Shanghai are the same as the 
*loeal laws" of Chegoo, being U. 8. Law in both places. 

I have gone to considerable length in this despateh 
because the question raised by Mr. Goodnow is new and would 
cause unmeeeseary expense, eonfusion and a preeedent, if 
allowed to stand, that would embarass every U. 8. Consul 
in China, Moreover, if Mr, Goodnow intended to raise this 
question, he should so have informed Mrs. Crawford in writing 
when she was in Shanghai, or me at the time. It would be 
impossible for her to go to Shanghai now, she is 75 years 


old and in Taian-fu with Mr. Bostick. 

Finally, under what law is it required that Administrators 
should reside in Shanghai? What becomes of Dr. Crawford's 
wishes in the matter, and why is Mr. Goodnow so anxious to 
control this estate? He never interfere in others? In 


this Gourt there are no fees nor ean there be any in his, 
according to the Court Rules and even if Mr. Goodnow were 
correst, he eould not have the original Will for that belongs 
to this Gourt alone forever.

1- The Rev. T. P. Crawford, formerly a missionary in 
Tai-an-fu, died in Georgia last Spring leaving property in 
various places; amo ng others, Shanghai. How much it amounts 
to I do not kaow, The will was first probated in America for 
the property there. The widow sent me an uncertified copy to 
be probated here. I wrote her that I eould do nothing with an 
uncertified copy. About that time Mr. Bostick, named in the 
will as one of the Executors, came to me. I told him that I 
could do nothing until the receipt of the proper papers; that, 
on receipt of the will, I would take prompt action; but that 
the Executors of the will in this district must be Americans 
living in this district according to the practice of this 


Court and according to the law as I understand it. Mr.Bostick 


suggested that he mignt remove to Shanghai so that he could 
handle the estate and asked me if I would allow 19% as the 
¥xecutor’s fee, I replied that I had never allowed more than 
5% and that only where the wrk earned it, Mr. Bost ick said 
that Mr. Crawford considered him as almost a son and thai hw

2- That Executors, working under the orders of a Court 
must be subject to the jur isdict ion of that Court seems 
axiomatic. In 1879, Consul General Bailey gave a long and 
learned decision in this Court to that effect; and held that 
an Administrator or Executor of a will lave iting property in 
this district must be an American citizen residing in this 
@istrict, That principle has been maintained in other deci-~- 
és here, and in the practice here; except in one case where 
I, being new here, allowed @ British subject to administer 
the estate of his mistress, an American. In that I was wrong. 
John Strong, an American, died here and, by his will, appointed 
an Engl ishman as Executor, I probated the will but appo inted 
an America resident as Executor, The British attorney con- 
cerned agreed with the prinstple &@s just and expedient. the 
Courts of other nat ional it ies in Shangna thi so hold that an 
appo intee of baiaeg Court must be under the jurisdiction of the 
Court both as to his person and property. This is especially 
necessary in a case where the auty of the Executor extends 
over an indefinite term of years and covers the division of 
the estate after the death of the widow.

I told Mr. Bostick and Mrs, Crawford that the probate here 
would only cover the property in this district, How can any 
Cofyt give an order applicable outside the jurisdiction of 
that Court? How can a Court appoint a man in a fiduciary 
capacity and who must make reports of his trust and be rem~ 
vable and punishable by it if wrongful acts are done by him, 
if he is not juriciable by it? : 

It is reason and common sense that an executor or admini~ 
strator of property in any jurisdiction must be amenable to 
that jurisaiet ion, Rach Consular Court is equally independent: 
in its Consulat district, None is superior to. the other. 
Should I appoint an executor in the Foochow district, I could 
only enforce my orders through the Consul at Foochow. Should 
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orders in matters where I could be pereonally responsible. 

4~- The other heirs have filed their proofs here. As the 
will has its original probate in China at Chefoo, I am will ing 
as @ matter of comity to send these papers to Mr. Fowler if 
he asks!for them (which he has not done), if he will agree to 
send me certified copies of them. I desire to do all in my. 
power to help him to settle properly the estate in his 
district. I have never knowingly interfered in his jurisdic~ 
tion and am not doing so in this matter. ! only desire to | 
administer the law as I understand it in my district where I 
alone am respons ible.

| I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your 
‘despatch No.6097 of the 14th inst. inquir ing whether in my 
judgment this Consulate should be placed under the new 
Consul at Generalship recently establ ished at Canton., or 
remain as at present under that of Shanghai. In reply ! 
would say, I have in @ previous despatch to you, presented 
my protest against having this Consulate placed under the 
administration of the Canton Consul General, Tho reasons 
for this are found in the fact that all our American mail 
communications are via. Shanghai, at which place our mails 
out or in, are delivered in from 36 to 48 hours. Canton 
would be entirely out of the way, and any letters or 
despatches sent to Washington or Peking via. Canton would 
hame to go first south to Hongkong, and be delayed in 
transferring and sending still further away from a direct 
route, by going to Canton, and would usually ‘seenine 414 to 
16 dags to reach Shanghai on their way either to the 
Legation or the State Department, and if they failed to 
make close connections with steamers at Hongkong much 
longer delays would occur, This has been demonstrated in 
the history of this Consulate, as all our American mails 
were sent via Hongkong until about five years ago, when we 
succeeded in having it transferred via. Shanghai, with a 
gain of many days in its delivery here. Furthermore, the 
community of interests of Americans living at Foochow is 
entirely with Shanghai and the Northern ports and not in 
the least with Canton. It would be a very inconvient and 


unnatural arrangement to connect us with Canton. I there-

I do not think that many who have applied for 
relief here really desire to go back to the United

exercise, has had its effects upon their mental status. 
The last named prisoner, a -Filipino » is more to be 
pitied than the others, as the jail food, while good, is 
not such as these people are accustomed to, and the man 


is virtually in solitary confinement, there being no 


one at the jail who can understand his language.

I consider it most desirable, froma medical 
standpoint, that, as inthe case of these men, prisoners 


having long time to serve be sent to an American jail or 


penitentiary either in the United States or the Phillipine 


Islands.

On April 24th I sailed from Vancouver B. C.

On May 26th Seaman A. Mhariesen fell 
down from aloft and was very seriously injuried, both

Captain Jonas saw from the bridge that we were 
swamping and steered close to us and picked us up. The 
sea was very rough and while I was on the steamer'’s deck 
getting something rigged to hoist up, the sick man, the 
boat filled and capsized with 7 men in it. The officers 
of the "Irene" promptly put out a boat and every body 
was saved excepting our poor shipmate Johannesen with 
broken arms who sank immediately, the boat was not over 
4 minutes at the ship's side. There was a steamer belonging 
to the same firm passing in and Captain Jones signalled 
and asked him to take us in but he refused. 

The Captain olf the “Irene” then landed us at 
Shaweishan. | There we remained 2 Gays when the steamer 
"Haean", responded to the light house and sent us a boat 
and brought us in to Shanghai where we arrived at 6 pom.

When I arrived here on Tuly the Srd 6 poem, I went to my 
Consignees (Jardine Matheson & Co.) I stated my accident, 
sent for Loyds Agent, also for Agent represent ing the 
Company in which eaves was insured, but nothing definite 
was decided upon. I then went to the Tug Boat Company © 
and engaged tug "Samson" to take me out to the Stranded 
Vessel and if possible bring her in. At 6 a m on the 
“ following torn ing July 4th I started off in the "Samson", 
arriving at the stranded Vessel July 5th 9 asm I sounded 
in all direct ions and found from 16 to 17 feet of water 
for about 3 1/2 miles. At extreme high water I put a 
hawser on board the schooner and pulled, but could not 
move her. 

I then realized that it would be necessary to 
lighten the vessel and wait for spring tides, the range 
of tides having decreased considerable since ihe stranding 
of the Vessel, 

At noon same day I started back for Shanghai, 
@rrivine here 7 p.m. On Monday 6th July I chartered a 
junk, engaged stevedore and coolies, put all necessary 
@pliances for rafting timber aboard the junk. My first 
2 officer and three of the crew went outkhere also. I then 
made ad contract with the Tug ibaa Company to tow out the 
junk iemdiacely. and to send two tugs at spring tide to 
bring in the vessel and rafts if poss ible. On the 7th

ing. The Chinese fishermen had stripped the 


vessel of everything moveable, besides about 75 mft of

I agree, generally, with your views. 
‘Under the rule established in 1898, as indicated by Mr. 
Goodnow, a Chinese person charsed with crime outside of the 
settlement, as in the case of the Hankow man, would be heard 
before the Mixed Court, and upon the making out of a prima 
facie case would be handed over to the Chinese authorities to 
be taken to Hankow for trial and punishment. But it clearly 
appears that the charge against the Hankow man is a political 
one. Mr. Goodnow in his 315 to Mr. Conger states the charge 
as “complicity in a conspiracy to burn Hankow and start a 
revolution in the fall of 1900". In the printed report of 
the proceedings of the Mixed Court, enclosed in Mr. Goodnow's 
532 to the Department, the charge against all the parties is 
specified as "sedition". On page 4 thereof the attorney for 
the Chinese Govermment says, referring to the Hankow man, "He 
is charged with being connected with the thwarted insurrection

When the socalled extension of the city was gotten 
from the Chinese in 1899, the addition to the Settlement 
was not gotten as an extension to the British and 
American Settlements but as a new and separate 
Settlement wherein people of all nationalities could 
reside, buy. property jand build houses. Thus whatever 
the iegal status of the original two Settlements, the 
1899 addition is legally an International Settlement. 
This was made 80 iargely through my efforts and the 

Department expressed its hearty approval of the result. 
T have ventured to call your attention to this 
matter, While it may not develop into anything serious, 

the possibilities of trouble are great. It seems 
essential to the freedon of tradégm and the integrity 
of China, that this Conmercial centre of China shall 
remain an Internat ional Settlement and under the 
sovereignty of china.

the attorney-general concerning your action in the matter. 

"The simple question, therefore, is, had you a right to 
detain a fugitive from British justice at Hong-Kong, found 
within your consular jurisdiction, or to deliver him up under 
the extradition treaty between this country and Great Britain? 
Other questions doubtless arose in your correspondence with 
Mr. Williams, but that is the important and vital point. In 
the opinion of the Department, no doubt can exist on this ques- 
tion. The extradition treaty between Great Britain and the 

ted States entitles the British authorities to demand the 
dition of persons “a oe with by ommission of the partic- 
slap arias mentioned in the treaty, within the jurisdiction 
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a Great Britain, who shall seek an asylum or be found within 
the territorial limits of the United States, upon a compliance 
with the provisions of the treaty and of the law to enforce 
puch provisions. 

| "In the case of Walter Jackson all the elements were want- 
dng except the offense charged inst him, and extradition 
proceedings were entirely inappl cable to the case. 

"Upon the facts shown by you he had escaped from Hong- 

Hong into the jurisdiction of a foreign country, from which, 
in the absence of any treaty of extradition, there was no power 
to return him. 

"In this view, therefore, all discussion with the colonial 
authorities at Hong-Kong looking to the rendition of fugitives 
from British justice who have taken refuge within your consular 
jurisdiction is inadmissible. The authorities of Hong-Kong 
seem to concur entirely in this opinion, as shown in their 
action, declining to make any demand for Jackson, although in- 
vited to do so. 

"Hong-Kong being British territory, the Department does 
not wish to be understood as holding the converse of the pro- 
position, or as assuming that, in a proper case, the authori- 
ties of the United States could not demand the extradition of 

a@ fugitive from the justice of the United States who had there 
sought and found an asylum. 

"Apart from all questions of extradition, if Jackson was, 
as represented, a citizen of the United States, and had been 

_ arrested and claimed your pbotection, it was doubtless your 
duty to interfere in his behalf and to investigate his case. 
If he had been illegally arrested, it was proper that through 
your efforts he should be set at liberty. Such action would 
be proper in any case. : 

"The objection to your proceedingsin this case is not 
that you Xmktax interfered in his behalf, but that you pro- 

posed to deliver him to the Hong-Kong authorities under the 

extradition treaty, or by means of such proceedings, to be 
tried for an offense committed against Breat Britain.

Provision is made by the Act of June 6, 1900, for éme ex- 
tradition from the United States to a foreign country or terri- 
tory occupied by or under the control of the United States. 
Like provision is made by the Act of February 9, 1903, for the 
extradition (or rendition) from the United States to the Phil- 

ippine Islands of any fugitive from justice charged with the i 3 
comasee {90 of any crime against the United States within the ( 
ine | Islands, in the same manner that fugitives are de- 
uivened up between States and Territories in the United States; ; 
and similar provision is made for rendition from the Philip- ) 
pines to the United States. But there is no law empowering a 
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consul of the United States to arrest and detain in his dis-

post. Our consular courts are courts of limited jurisdiction, - 
limited by @ene treaty and the statutes passed to carrot he 
effect-- and their jurisdiction cannot be extended beyond the 
legitimate meaning:of such treaty and statutes.
